Congress: A shameful record

The world, of late, has been witness to much 
terror. Grief, anguish, and suffering have, 
rampant both here in the United States and 
more recently in Israel, England and Scotland. 
In light of the invidious bombing of the Federal 
Building in ‘Oklahoma City, the cowardly sui- 
cide bombings which murdered and injured 
hundreds of Israelis (let alone the recent assas- 
sination of their heroic Prime Minister), and the 
horrific slaughter of Scottish school children, 
cognizant Americans expect their government 
to take concrete steps to make their citizenry 
safer, But two recent votes in the U.S. House of 
Representatives show that a majority of this 
Congress is more concerned with pleasing the 
National Rifle Association (NRA) than protect- 
ing our citizens, I am appalled - and the Ameri- 
can people should be as well.

law bans only weapons of war that are com- 
pletely unacceptable in a civil society. Sports- 
men, after all, do not use or need Uzis or 
grenade launchers to hunt deer, These assault 
weapons are used almost exclusively by orga- 
nized crime, gangs, and drug cartels. It is for 
this very reason that virtually every major 
national law enforcement organization still sup- 

ports banning these weapons. They supported a 

ban in 1994 because this kind of weapon is the” 

weapon of choice for many violent criminals. 
. Without the ban, our men and women of law 
enforcement are put in the unenviable position 
of being out gunned by criminals. 

Supporters of the repeal argued that these 
weapons make our streets and homes safer. But 

tistics show that even though these assault 
weapons make up less than 1 percent of all 
guns, they are 18 times more likely than other 
guns to be cop-killers, and 16 times more likely 
to be traced to crime than other firearms. 

Police support outlawing assault weapons in 
order to protect the overwhelming majority of 
the American public, including most gun own- 
ers, want assault weapons off our streets and 


out of our school yards. Yet the House of Repre- 
sentatives repealed the law which keeps these 
kinds of guns off of our streets. 

Earlier this month the House passed an anti- 
terrorism bill which virtually emasculated a 
tough bi-partisan bill which had been passed by 
the Judiciary Committee. the anti-terrorism bill 
that originally passed the House Judiciary 
Committee (similar legislation passed the Sen- 
ate over nine months ago) would have made it 
easier for Federal law enforcement officials to 
fight both foreign and domestic terrorism by 
deporting illegal aliens linked to terrorist 
groups. Additionally, the bill would have 
allowed the State Department and Attorney 
General to designate foreign groups as terrorist. 
organizations and would have barred members 
of terrorist groups from entering the United 
States. Moreover, it would have prohibited 


gical measures becaui 
fear expanding the reach of Federal authorities. 

The bill that eventually passed the House 
included an amendment which I introduced 
which increases punishments for individuals 
who provide material support knowing or 
intending for it to be used for terrorist acts. 
Although I was pleased that my amendment 
passed the House and was included in the bill, I 
am pained that a major opportunity to pass 
tough anti-terrorism legislation was lost. 

The U.S. government must take the lead in 
preventing terrorist attacks by making them 
more difficult, more costly, and more risky for 
those who carry them out. The ЫП that came 
out of committee would have accomplished this 
lofty goal. It is &ad that this bill was eviscerated 
on the House floor. 

While buildings are being bombed and school 
children are being slaughtered, the American 
people are being left in the lurch. If Congress 
had merely done nothing it would have been 
tragic. But by gutting an effective anti-terror- 
ism bill and voting to repeal the ban on assault 
weapons, the House has done far worse. And 
there is only one word to describe it: Shameful.
